SECTION _B. 
GENERAL PROVISTON O}' HiALTH SERVICES IN THE AREA. 


(a) LABORATORY FACILITIES. The Emergency Public Health Laboratory 
Service provides the District with an excellent bacteriological service - 
for some parts of the District it is more convenient to use the Ipswich 
Tavorerory, under the directorship of Dr. P. Martin, for the rest ‘of the 
District the Laboratory at Cambridge, under the directorship of 
Die ee ht. we prefergolé. Both Dr. Martin and Dr. Fry have proved 
most ready to discuss and advise on any epidemiological or similar probleme 


Chemical analyses are carried out by Dr. S. Greenburgh, Public Analyst, 
Tenison Road, Cambridge, who also gives an efficient and helpful service. 


(b>) AMBULANCE FACILITIES. The agency with the Suffolk Branch of the 
Red Cross Society terminated at the request of the Society in duly 1953. 
The services subsequently have been provided directly by the County 
Gouncil under the cirecetion of Dr. D. A» MeCracken, the County Medical 
Officer of Health. . 


(c) NURSING IN THE HOME. The West Suffolk County Council District 
Nurse-Midwives carry out these duties.

le (i) WATER. Comprehensive Scheme. 1953 was a year of considerable 
achievement witn regard to water supplies. 


The main laying, in connection with the Council's Comprehensive 
Scheme, made cxcellent progress - existing mains from local previous 
supplies were incorporated when possible ~ so that at 31st December, 1953, 
mains had been laid in the following 13 parishes:- 


Brent Hleigh Lavenhain 
Brettenhem Monks Elcigh 
Bildeston Nedging ; 
Cockfield Preston 
Chelsworth Thorpe Morieux 
Hitcham Wattisham 
Kettlebaston 


As previous supplies existed at Boxford, Edwardstone, Elmsett, Kersey, 
Layham, Lindsey, Polstead and Whatfield, the following four parishes were 
the only parishes without some public piped water supply:-

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Progress will be made during 1954 on the proposed pumping station at 
Semer and on the reservoir at Nedging. Meanwhile, the water for the Compre-

Bxisting Installations. The larger village schemes at Bildeston and Nedging, 
Boxford and part of Edwardstone, Whatfield and Lindsey, together with the 
small schemes for the Council houses at Kersey, Polstead, Elmsett, Edwardstone 
and Layham functioned throughout 1953, but connections had been made whereby 
the larger village schemes could if necessary be supplied from the water 
Suppived by Thingoe R.D.C. throuwgh the Comprehensive Scheme. 


During 1953 the water works at Lavenham, Brettcnham and Hitcham ceased 
pumping, as also did the small installations previously serving part of Monks 
Hileigh and the Great Green Cockfield Housing Site and these installations 
were supplicd through the Comprechcnsive Scheme. 


Apart from very minor breakdowns the only broakdown of note occurred on 
the 6th July at Boxford. Repairs were completed by 4 pem. on the following 
day when only 6" remained in the tank - so that even in this case there was 
MO anLerruption ins the supply. 


New Connections. Work continued throughout the year in making new connections 
to the mains. In general the response from householders has been very good, 
and in some parishes excellent, as for example, at Bildeston and Lavenham 
where 97/ ncw make use of the public piped supply. During the year 1953 up 
to the 3lst December, 302 new connections had been made, giving a supply of 
water to some 496 properties - this does not appear in the following table as 
a straight forward addition as some of the hutment houses have gone out of 
service and in some cases two houses have been converted into one.

Bacteriological Analysis of Water Supplies. Of the 13 samples of water 
taken from the Comprehensive Scheme, all 14 taken when the mains had been 
put into use after flushing was completed, were satisfactory. 


The 55 samples taken from other Council Supplies at Bildeston and 
Nedging ie Boxford and Edwardstone (5), Whatfield (3), Lavenham (11), 
Lindsey (3)& Aldham (4) were all satisfactory, with the exception of two, 
at Lavenham - attributable to the exposed water tower - and one at Aldham 
from the tank at ground level. 


The 24 samples taken from the Council housing site supplies were all 
satisfactory as follows:- 


Kersey 7, Aldham 1, Polstead 6, Elmsett 5, Edwardstone 3, Layham 1. 


The 18 samples taken from public wells were satisfactory, Milden 2, 
Kersey 5, Groton 1, Preston 1, Kettlebaston 1, Wattisham 1 and Monks 
iter 1, except for 5 at Layham and 1 at Kersey, both of which wells are 
now redundante 


The 14 samples taken from private supplies were:- 
/ Satisfactory, 7 unsatisfactorye 


These last unsatisfactory supplies have now been disused and the houses 
obtain a mains water supply. 


(ii) DRAINAGE AND SEWERAGE. 


(a) Major Schemes - Lavenham. This disposal works was completed in 
1950 and is working very satisfactorily. During the yearundsr review. sample 
of the effluent were taken for analysis by the Essex River Board Prevention 
and Fisheries Department, all the samples being satisfactory. 

The scheme instituted , bY the Council to assist and encourage 
property owners to convert E.C's to W.C's. by offering a grant of half the 
Socimua tO a Maximum of £15.0.0. continued in force. This scheme has 
secured a steady improvement in the closet accommodation in the parish. 

The position at the end of 1953 was that 687 of the dwellings in the route 
of the public sewers had the amenity of a W.Ce and drainage. 
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Bildeston. During 1953 the Bildeston Sewage Disposal Works was 
completed so that the hitherto unavoidable pollution of the River Brett has 
now been stopped. Samples of the effluent submitted for analysis by the 
Bssex River Board Pollution Prevention and Fisheries Department showed that 
prior to the disposal works becoming operative a highly polluting discharge 
was finding its way into the River Brett. Analysis of samples of the 
effluent taken after the works were in use were satisfactory. 

As in the case of Lavenham and Council have given financial assistance 
to encourage property owners to drain their premises and convert E.C'se 
into W.C's. - good progress has been made in securing these conversions 
and at the end of 1953 there were 60% of the dwellings on the route of the 
public sewers with the amenity of a W.Ce and drainage. 
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Boxford. During 1953 the sewage disposal works was completed. A defect 
> developed in the acrating percolating filter which caused the works to be 
out of commission until the contractor could reinstate the filter. The 
very extensive pollution of the River Box which used to take place has now 
been abated, 

As in the cases of Lavenham and Bildeston the Council is giving 
financial help to encourage property owners to drain their premises to the 
public sewers and earry out the conversion of E.C's. to W.C's. 

Connections to the Boxford soil sewers were discouraged to curtail 
further polltion of the River Box pending the completion of the disposal 
works towards the end of the year. Despite this delay many closct 
eonversions have been carried out and the position at the end of 1953 was 
that 65% of the dwellings on the route of the sewer had a water closete 
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The coming into operation of the Boxford Sewerage and Sewage Disposal 
Scheme saw the first phase of the Council's efforts to sewer the more built- 
up parishes completed. 


It is now hoped that schemes may be prepared for the parishes of 
Kersey and Monks Bleigh, where river pollution inevitably occurs. 


(b) Minor Schemes. In addition to Lavenham (336 houses with W.C's.), 
Bildeston (132 houses) and Boxford (145 houses) small sewage disposal 
plants are situated in the following villages:-

The total number of houses served therefore was 788, which equals 
approximately 244A of the total number of houses in the District. 


There is one full-time sewerage works attendant who looks after the 
three major schemes and the minor schemes at the Council's Housing Sites. 
He is assisted by a member of the cesspool emptying crew who assists at the 
sewage works one day per week. This work is increasing so that,to give all 

- the attention thet is desirable to the minor works in addition to the 
major schemes,it may necessitate a second full-time attendant. 


The plants have worked satisfactorily throughout the year,with the 
exception of Elmsetts; where trouble is occasionally experienced after 
extensive rainfall, the plant becoming overloaded with sewage heading up 
in the sewerse As soon as complaint is received the cesspool emptying 
vehicle is used to cleanse the plant and restore it to normal working. 

At Hitcham the effluent discharged from the works is at times not 
satisfactory - some extension of this small works may have to be undertaken 
in the future. De-sludging of the small works is carried out with the 
Council's cesspool emptier. 


26 RIVERS AND STREAMS. The operation of the sewage works at Lavenham 
and Bildeston has permanently abated much of the contamination of the 
River Brett where it flows through these villages. 

Now that the schemes of sewerage and scwage disposal have been 
completed in the larger parishes of Bildeston, Lavenham and Boxford the 
Council may consider the possibility of sewering Monks Bleigh and Kersey, 
where some contamination of the River Brett and a tributary is occurring. 

The construction of the Boxford scwerage and sewage disposal works 
has ¢liminated a source of pollution of the River Box, where it flows 
through this village. 
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Be (it) CLOSET ACCOMMODATION. 68% of the houses in Lavenham, 607 of 
the houses in Bildeston and 65/ of the houses in Boxford now have the 
amenity of a water closet. Conversions from E.C'’s. are taking place at 
a satisfactory rate. 

In the remainder of the district most working-class houses have pail 
elosets. A twice weekly collection of nightsoil is carried out in the 
parishes of Lavenham, Boxford, Bildeston and Kerscy. The time taken to 
collect nightsoil in the parishes that have now been sewered is decreasing 
as E.C's are replaced by W.C’s, so that it may be possible to offer the 
Mipio-sOLrl collection Service to other parishes in the futures 

The cesspool emptier is employed one working day per weck emptying 
private cesspools and de-sludging the minor sewage disposal plants on 
Council housing sites. With extensive water main laying proceeding in 
the Gistrict it LS anticipated that more - private owners will lay drains 
to cesspools in the non-sewered parishes, so that cesspool emptying work 
is Likely to increase.

The arrangement whereby a small number of pail closets from the 
AeA On une iadleipn U;D.C,. were emptied by our services has been 
discontinued - emptying of cesspools in the Hadleigh Urban District, 
However, 25 Still carried out by our services as berore. 


The gentlemen's section of the Lavenham Public Conveniance was 
compiested in October 1953 and the ladies’ section early in 1954 - thus 
avery necessary amenity has been provided in Lavenham which receives 
many visitors. 


(ii) rcsLIC CLEANSING. The "kerbside" system of refuse collection 

Was Carried out during 1955. A weekly collection took place in the 
parishes of Lavenham, Boxford and Bildeston, a fortnightly collection 
in Aldham, Hlmsett, Monks Llcigh, Brent Hleigh, Hitcham, Brettenham, 
Layham and Polstead and a monthly collection in the remainder of the 
District. The amount of refuse continues to increase making it more 
difficult tc keep to the collection schedule without the working of 
Overtime by the refuse collection staff. 


To save wme and vehacle)/ running expenses to the tips at Boxford 
and Monks Eleigh a third controlled tip has been started in the parish 
of Semer, where tipping is beine carried out in a disused gravel working 
that originally formed part of « ,ornficeld. After a few years tipping 
a parcel of land, that at present is an untidy water filled cutting in 
the middle cf a cornfield, will thus be reclaimed to agricultural use. 


All the tips are regularly treated to control fly and rodent 
infestations.

The only Factory Out-worker in the District makes up apparel at her home, 
a Council housée. 


During the year further W.C. conversions took place at the factories, 
builders yards, etc. in Lavenham, Bildeston and Boxford. These were 
encouraged by the Council's scheme of financial assistance to help with the 
conversion of E.C's to W.G’?s. which applics to all premises where the Council 
could statutorily requibe the provision of sanitary accommodatione 


(iv) SHOPS AND OFFICES. During visits made to shops and offices it was 
moted that in several cases occupiers have carried out closet conversions 
in the new sewered parishes. 


(v) GAMPING SITES. There is no regular camping site within the Rural 
District. In the parish of Lavenham, however, the Council have, with the 
approval of the Town and Country Planning Authority, made available for use 
as 2 caravan site & portion of a housing site at the rear of the temporary 
prefabricated bungalows. This site can be used without being detrimental to 
the amenities of the parish. 

16 licences to occupy caravans were in force at the end of the years 
These were mainly situated adjacent to farms to house seasonal workers, but 
in Boxford @n enecamphent of five families live on one site which has been 
approved by the Council and the Town and Country Planning Authority. 


(vi) SMOKE ABATEMENT, There were no cases of nuisance from excessive 
smoke in the Rural District. 


(vii) SWIMMING BATHS. There are no swimming baths in the District. 


(viii) ERADICATION OF BED BUGS. No bed bug infestation was discovered or 
reported during 1953, but four cases of flea infestations were reported in 
non-Council houses. These were treated very successfully by Council officials 
‘using Cooper McDougal & Robertsons Multispray. 


(ix) RODENT CONTROL. The regular survey of all properties and the 
treatment of infestations discovered or reported procecded during the year 
being carried out by Mr. Fenning, Rodent Operator, under Mr. Hine's direction. 
595 properties were treated and 1,504 bodics found. Particular attention 
was paid to the sewers and refuse tips under the control of the Council, 
which ensurcd. that the infestation of these premises with rodents was not 
of undue proportions. | 


(x) THE RAG FLOCK & OTHER FILLING MATERIALS ACT, 1951. There are no 
premises in the District which require registration or licensing under the 
above Act. The premises in the District which carry out upholstery work only 
carry out repair, re-making and reconditioning of articles and are therefore 
exempt from registration under Section 1 (2) (a) of the Act which is 
‘required for manuracture of new goods. 


(xi) SCHOOLS. During 1953 the Education Authority arranged for the 
conversion of the E.C's to W.C's at Bildeston School, but the Education 
Authority have not yet been able to realise the hope expressed in the 1952 
Annual Report that a similar conversion scheme would be carried out at 
Boxmrord School. 

4. piped supply of water has been laid on to Cockfield School and the 
carting of water to the school discontinued. 


(xii) PUBLIC HOUSES. The extension of the Council's water mains during 
the year has enabled a piped supply to be taken into 9 public houses in the 
district which hitherto had to depend on well water of doubtful quality. 
W.C. conversions have taken place at Licenced Premises in the sewered 
parishes. Plans for rebuilding an Inn at Lavenham and extensive 
alterations to an Inn at Monks Eleigh were deposited with the Council 
during 1953-6

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Supervision of milk producers is now carried out by the Ministry 
of Agriculture and Fisheries. 


MEAT AND OTHER FOODS. The war-time arrangements for central 
slaughtering were in operation throughout 1953, so the meat supply 
HOrC chevoostord kural District was killed at. Bures - emergency 
slaughter, or the slaughter of a pig for a-private consumer, was the 
only slaughtering which took place in our District. 


the £2 butchers’ shops im the District, Qn inspection during the 
year, were all kept in a hygienic manner. 10 are registered for the 
marfufacture of sausages and prepared meat products. 


20 retailers are registered for the storage and sale of pre-packed 
ice-cream. No ice-cream is sold from shops within the District other 
titan that whieh has been pre-packed, neither is there a registered 
manufacturer of ice-cream in the District. 


39 grocery and gencral stores retail the provisisions consumed 
in the District. The occupiers are becoming increasingly aware of 
the benetits of rcfrigeration as exemplified by refrigerated display 
Cabinets. ‘The housewife is demanding a better standard of food 
hygiene and the shop keepers are endeavouring to meet their 
customers demand.
